The  Theory  of  Evolution 
Is  Topic  of  Discussion 


Have  you  ever  wondered  just 
exactly  what  Darwin  actually  said 
about  evolution?  How  much  of 
the  theory  of  evolution  can  you 
actually  believe?  How  does  evo- 
lution affect  basic  principles  of 
religion? 

SINCE  MANY  people  are  con- 
cerned about  what  they  can  be- 
lieve about  science  and  religion, 
Dr.  Hyrum  L.  Andrus  and  Dr.  A. 
Lester  Allen  will  discuss  the  top- 
ic, “Evolution  and  Religion”  Wed- 
nesday at  7:30  p.m.  The  discus- 
sion. moderated  by  Robert  Crapo, 
will  be  held  in  room  321  of  the 
Wilkinson  Center. 

Dr.  Allen,  professor  of  zoology, 
will  present  the  scientific  view- 
point on  evolution,  and  will  dis- 
cuss many  myths  which  have 
grown  up  around  Darwin’s  orig- 
inal theory.  Dr.  Allen  has  been 
at  BYU  since  1954.  He  received 


his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from 
the  University  of  California  at 
Los  Angeles,  as  well  as  his  Ph.D. 

DR.  HYRUM  ANDRUS,  well- 
known  religious  lecturer,  will  pre- 
sent theological  views  concerning 
evolution.  Dr.  Andrus  has  re- 
ceived degrees  from  Ricks  Col- 
lege, BYU,  and  Syracuse  Univer- 
sity. He  is  currently  serving  as 
bishop  of  the  BYU  27th  Ward. 

The  purpose  of  the  discussion, 
according  to  Dr.  Andrus,  is  not 
to  widen  the  rift  between  advo- 
cates of  these  two  fields,  but  to 
present  both  sides  of  the  ques- 
tion completely  enough  to  give 
students  a basis  for  an  intelligent 
evaluation  of  both  sides.  There 
will  be  time  for  a question  and 
answer  period,  and  students  are 
invited  to  direct  questions  to  the 
panel.
